Rebels Give in 
To Ultimatum by 
Public Safety Head 
CHESTER, 111.—G"P)—Con- 


victs ended their four-day re- 
bellion at Menard State Prison 
today and released their seven 
hostages before Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson carried out plans 
for makitig a personal appeal 
to them.

The rebel convicts capitulated 


after an ultimatum was delivered 
by, Michael Seyfrit,'-state director 
of public safety. 


Seyfrtt told the insurgents, who 


had been bottled up in the prison's 
east cell block since Monday, that 
unless they surrendered, heavily-- 
armed state troopers would cut 
through the cell house, doors, with 
torches and "use. whatever force 
is necessary to restore /order." 


After releasing their . hostages, 


the 339 convicts marched back to 
their cells! . . . " . , 


Just before this, a loudspeaker 


had been set up in the prison yard 
and Gov. Stevenson was expected 
to issue an appeal or an ultima- 
tum to the convicts.

• wash/' This action produced a minority report charging 
the majority with not seeking "to ascertain the truth." 
That the public was deeply concerned with the issue of 


,. Communism in government and Tydings "whitewash" 


was shown when the veteran Maryland senator was wal- 
loped when he ran'for re-election in 1950. 


On September 22,1950, Truman vetoed the Internal 


Security Act which provided for registration of Commu- 
nists and forbade their employment by the federal gov- 
ernment. Congress overrode the veto.

Miss Emerson was one of the early Elsenhower cult which pro-

Good Defense Helps Tourney Play 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


ThoM who are rooting for the 


American team to win next week, 
when the world championship will 
be held in New York, are depend- 
log on fine defenaive play to bring 
a third world 
championship to 


America. 


In today's hand, taken from last 


year's match, the fate of an im- 
portant hand rested on the de- 
fensive play put up by the West 
hand. At both tables the bidding 
was the same, and the West play- 
er opened the deuce of clubs. East 
put up the ldng,»and South won 
with the ace. 


At both tables South next led 


the jack of hearts and finessed it 
around to East's king. East re- 
turned his remaining club, and 
West took both the queen and the 
Jack. It was now up to vWest to 
find the best continuation. 


In the first room, the European 


West saw clearly that the only 
hope was to attack spades. He 
therefore led a low spade. 


The American declarer let this 


spade ride around to his queen. 
He then took another heart finesse, 
discarded a diamond on the ace of 
spades, and took the rest of the 
tricks with hearts, the rest of the 
diamonds, and the' ten of clubs. 
Altogether, he won 10 tricks for 
a score of 630 points. 


At the other table. Johnny Craw- 


ford held the 
West cards for 


America. After he had taken his 
queen and jack of clubs, Craw- 
ford likewise saw that the only 
hope was to attack spades. His 
reasoning, however, went deeper. 


South 'had bid diamonds, had 


shown up with four clubs, and had 
attacked hearts. It seemed very 
likely that South had a four-card 
heart suit and only a singleton 
spade. Because it was possible 
that Smith's singleton spade might 
be the queen (as it actually was) 
Crawford led the king of spades 
instead of a low spade. 


This imaginative lead caused 


the hand to fall apart. South could 
take eight tricks if he wished to 
do so, by taking three diamonds 
and the ten of clubs before lead- 
ing another heart He would thus 
take one spade, two hearts,-three 
diamonds, and two clubs. 


The only chance to make the 


contract was to lead the ace of 
hearts first, in the hope that the 
queen would drop. 
When 
this 


chance failed, declarer was set 
two tricks for a loss of 200 points. 


Crawford's fine defense there- 


fore produced a swing of 830 
points in favor of the United States 
team.

By July of the year 1*04. he had 
•elected fifty-four translator* to 
meet in various companies at West- 
minster, Oxford and Cambridge, 
under, the presidency of the Dean 
of Westminster and two Hebrew 
professors. 


It was three year* before the 


companies were organized and en- 
tered upon their.labor*. Or. W. J*. 
Moulton, a great* authority in UDs 
field, tell* us that the first com- 
pany met at Westminster to trans- 
late the Old Testament as far as 
3 Kings; the second.company met 
at Cambridge to translate the 
book* from I Chronicles to Eccle- 
siastes; the third company met at 
Oxford to translate the prophetical 
books from Isaiah to Malachi; the* 
fourth company met at Cambridge 
to translate the Apocrypha; the 
fifth company translated .the four 
Gospels. The Acts, and the Book 
of Revelation at Oxford; the sixth 
company translated the Epistles at 
Westminster. 


» Definite instructions were given 
for their labors. Here are some of 
special interest. We use the origi- 
nal numbering:

1. The ordinary Bible read in the 


church, commonly called the Bish- 
ops' Bible, to be followed; and as 
little altered, as the original will 
admit.

vision, not a new translation. Mod 
em translators are only doing in 
our day exactly what the King 
Jamea Revisers did in their day. 


Committees almost never pro- 


duce great literature. It seems al- 
most miraculous (hat a committee 
of some SO men actually did pro- 
duce the greatest piece of litera- 
ture in qur language. One of the 
finest tributes paid to the quality 
of the King James Version is that 
of Father Faber. a convert to Ro- 
man .Catholicism from the Church 
of England. 


He eays: 
"It lives on the ear like a music 


which can never be forgotten, like 
the sound of church bells, which 
the convert scarce knows how he 
can forego. It is part of the u»tioa 
al mind, and the anchor of the na 
tonal' seriousness. . . . The mem- 
ory of the dead passes into it. The 
potent, traditions of childhood are 
stereotyped in its verses. It Is the 
representative of a man's best 
moments; all that has been about 
him of soft, and gentle, and pure, 
and penitent, and good speaks to 
him for ever out of his English 
Bible." (Quoted from "English 
Church History" by C. A. Lane, p. 
378.) 


Men of all faiths and some of no 


positive fi&th have united in prais- 
ing the bgauty, learning, and vig- 
or of this version. 


The eminent Greek scholar and 


translator of our own day, Dr. Ed- 
gar J. Goodspeed, reminds us that 
nine-tenths of the New Testament 
in the King James Version is from 
Tyridale's final edition of 1535, and 
that he is responsible for the Anglo- 
Saxon vigor of the translation. De- 
partures into long Latin words are 
always at the points of departure 
from Tyndale. 


The changes are not always a 


loss, however, for much of the 
liturgical and musical quality of

King Jamea translator*, continued 
to take his sermon text* from the 
Geneva Bible for at least ten years 
after 1611. 


In 1602 the Book of Common 


Prayer of the Church of England 
appeared in it* present form. The 
readings from the. Gospels and 
The Epistle* were from the King 
James Version. The Psalm* were 
left unchanged, and ~to this day 
they remain in the Ytnlon of the 
Great Bible. Of 1339.- 


In 1659 Dr. GUI, a w«B known 


scholar, published a .vigorous, at- 
tack upon the version of 1611. As 
early at 1«45. Dr. John Ughtfoot 
urged parliament to ••ponaor a new 
translation that would be .exact, 
vigorous, and lively. Buthe; lead- 
ing scholar of the time,- when con- 
suited*, called the King James Ver- 
sion the "best of' any in the 
world."

Lt Charles J. Shay said as 
he strode into the regimental mess 
tent.

"It was right on the nose," Shay 
• said. "All of us got back." 


The story began at 9 p. m. the 


night before when Shay led a 14- 
maii combat patrol through Red 
territory for 8% hours. 


It was a tough Job. Two nights 


aarlier, a patrol had suffered 100 
per cent casualties-seven Wiled, 
14 wounded. The next night in an- 
other patrol four men were killed 
and nine were wounded.

| bright moonlight, Shay spotted 10 
Chinese only 30 yards away. They 
were trying to outflank the patrol. 
He signaled his men to drop behind 
a slight rise and radioed Crowne 
the exact position of the Chinese. 


"It was a rash move," Shay 


said. "But I relied on the protec- 
tion of the slight rise and the ac- 
curacy of the good old artillery." 


Chinese bodies were hurled 


through the air. At least five were 
killed. The rest beat a stunned re- 
treat. 


The 14 men of the patrol scur-

SPRINGFIELD. 111. — «I»- The 


growing duck population of the Illi- 
nois River Valley now stand* 
around the 800.000 mark, a larger 
than usual figure tor this stage 
of the hunting season. 


However, hunting remained spot* 


ty, a state biologist reported Thurs- 
day. because the biris-are concen- 
trated in relatively few areas and 
waters were low, exposing many 
blinds. 


Aerial Count 


Frank Bellrose. Illinois Natural 


History Survey biologist, provided 
the duck count— actually 790,000 
after an aerial survey. In the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, he found 295,000 
ducks, a smaller than usual num- 
ber. 


Bellrose reported the largest 


concentration of canvas back ducks 
seen in Illinois for years. He sight- 
ed 105,000 in the Peoria Lake area 
and an estimated 290.000 bluebills 
in the same locality. Some 15,300 
bluebills were on the Illinois River 
below Peoria. 


Also in the Illinois Valley, he 


said, were 326,000 mallards, In- 
cluding 50,000 above PeoHa and 
275,000 farther down the river. 
Most of them were around Goose 
Pond near Putnam, Rice Lake and 
Big Lake near Banner and Crane 
Lake and Ingram Lake near Sol- 
carte. 


S3.0M Pintails 


An estimated 33,000 pintails were 


observed, mostly in the lower val- 
ley, as well as 1.700 green wing 
teal and 8,200 widgeons. 


In the Mississippi Valley, Bell- 


rose reported 
40,000 mallards, 


largely in the Batchtown and Swan 
Lake areas; 180,000 bluebills 
around the Keokuk Pool near Nau- 
voo; 20,000 pintails; 2,200 green 
wing teal, 7,000 ring necks and 4,- 
000 canvas backs. 


He said an expected new flight 


of ducks from North Dakota had 
failed to show up. The flight, which 
left on Monday, w«e detained in 
Minnesota by warm' weather, he 
said.

September 
Auto Toll 
Shows Drop 


CHICAGO-(.fl-The 
N a t i o n a l 


Safety Council said today the na- 
tion's September traffic death toll 
was five per cent lower than in 
September, 1951, but the change 
is not a "significant improvement." 


The council said traffic deaths 


last month totalled—3,400 but ad- 
ded'that September this year had 
only four weekends compared with 
five last year. 


Normal summer weekends ac- 


count for more than 300 traffic 
deaths, the council said. The five 
percent improvement in the Sep- 
tember record represents a reduc- 
tion of 190 deaths, which the coun- 
cil believes would have been more 
than offset by an additional Sep- 
tember weekend.

which have whipped over rich Urn* 
berlanda in more than a wore of 
eastern and southern states mount- 
ed into the millions of dollars. The, 
situation in some areas was re- 
garded as serious. Flames from 
grassland and brush fires were re- 
ported in several cities. 


Oklahoma Hit 


Much of Oklahoma was covered 


with a hue of smoke and dust 
Thursday, cutting visibility to four 
miles in some areas. 


The U. 8. Weather Bureau had 


no immediate hope of a heavy 
general rainfall 
over the fire- 


stricken regions. Many states have 
had only little rain the last two 
months. 


No serious fires have been re- 


ported in Western states. 


Damage from the fires in sever- 


al states was estimated at more 
than a million dollars each, with 
Louisiana ' reporting damage to 
forests at two million dollars. The 
worst fires in history have swept 
Tennessee woodlands and officials 
have not estimated the damage. In 
Illinois, Indiana and Mississippi, 
the damage soared to an estimated 
one million dollars in each state, 
with fires still raging.
